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cally, L e. the Cover was of the fame Piece with the

17. Mr. Carlan^ f^orn Sargeon ; having obferv'd in 
a Man a SweUtng as big as a Puliets Egg, upon the 
Place call'd FontaneSa, and cover'd with Hair like the 
reft of the Head, apply'd to it Emplajlmm de Betonka^ 
by order of M. Dufaur ProfefTor ot Surgery, and the 
Swelling difappear'd. 



III. The Anatomical Hijiory of the Leech. By 
Sieur Francois Poupart. Ta^en from the 
Journal dcs Savans, of the 22th of July, 

ITS Upper Lip is (Iretched out into a Point, and falls 
upon the Under, which is Round like a Crecent, 
and ihorter. Its Tnroat on the Infide is covered with a 
great many White Mufcles, about Five or Six Lines 
long, as big as a (mail Thread, and lying parallel one to 
another, along its Body. 

When the Leech applies its Mouth to the Flefli of 
any Animal, all thefe Mufcles contrading themielves, 
ftie fucks it H^ith fo great Violence and Greedinefs, that 
flbe makes it enter in Form of a little Pap into its 
Throat. So that all the Effect of Sudion terminating 
in a very little Space, of nece0ity the FletTi muft break 
in that Place: For you muft not believe that the 
Leech pierces it as with a Needle, as many others 
write. 

There is feen at the End of its Tail, a little flat thing, 
exaftly round the Border of which, is elevated far a- 
bove the Tail^ and all round it, which it applies Co 

uni. 
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uniformly upon the Bodies to which It faflens it Cdf^ 
that it touches them in all their Parts ,• and then draw- 
ing up a little the Middle of this Flat Part, without ta- 
king off the Edges, (he makes of it, as it were, a little 
Balm which leaves a Cavity in its Middle. This ex- 
cellent Glue faftens fo ftrongly the Tail of the Leech, 
that ^tis a hard matter to pull it away, without making 
fome Rent, efpecially if you draw it perpendicularly 
from the Surface on which the-Animal is faftned. But 
that which (urprifts at the firft, is that faftens it more 
ftrongly to the Bodies moft fmooth, fuch as are fine 
Felice Glafles, upon which Flies have fome trouble to 
creep, than on the more rough Surfaces, becaufe it tou- 
ches the Poliftit Bodies in a greater Number of Parts. 
Add to this a little Oily Glue which it fpreads about, 
and with which it fills exadly the Inequalities of the 
Surfaces. The Leech has always recourfe to this lit- 
tle loftrument for faftning its Body, to the End it may 
not be fufpended in the Air, while it draws its Nourifh- 
ment by Sudion, or elfe that it be not carried away 
with the Current of the Water, while it carries its 
Head here and there for feeking its Nouriftiment. 

Its Gut goes in a Streight Line, from the Mouth 
to the Anus , as big as a Goofe's Quill , all a- 
long , fet with a great Number of little Valves 
fome of which make a perfcft Circle with a Hole in the 
Middle, and others a Half Moon, fome are fhapt Spiral 
ways, and there is a great one of this Sort near the 
Tail, Falhion'd like a Heart, which leaves only a very 
little Hole, near which is found much Yellow Fat, which 
fills all the Cavity of the Inteftine to have an Inch. 
Two little Inteftines or Appendixes, each half an Inch: 
long, and of the Bigneft of the Feather of a little Birds 
Wing, pierce the great Gut in which they are open at 
one end, and (hut at the other j all this Structure 
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makes it evident \^hy the Inteftine, which makes no 
Revohitions, and yet referves ordinarily but liquid Ali- 
ments, does yet retain them to a per fed Concodionand 
retains them fo long» 

A Nerf the Bignefi of a Horfe Hair, all Black, hard 
to break, having Knots at a Diftance, one from the 
other, beginning at the Mouth of the Animal, pafles 
over the Parts that ferve for Generation in the Male, 
'tis faitned in a ftreight Line al! along the Gut above, 
ends at the little Circle in the end of the Tail, and in 
the Way iends out Branches to the Right and Left Side, 
u^hich go from every Knot. 'Tis very probable that 
by this Canal, the Animal Spirits run abundantly, whicli 
gives fo great Brisknefs to this Reptile, which make it 
piy in fo many Faibions, Swim lb fvviftly, fb properly, 
and Suck with fiich Greedinefs. 

All we have faid hitherto, is nothing in Comparifon 
of what we have to fay further of its Beauties. The 
Leech is Hermafroditej the Parts of the Male deftina- 
ted to Generation, are plac'd where the Neck ought to 
be. The Yard, which is about Two Inches long, is 
White, Round, Hollow^ and Grillly ; a part of the 
Yard which is always in the Body, is a Sheath about 
Fifteen Parts of an Inch, long, as big as a little Birds 
Quill, covered with a fine Membrane, which fallens 
it flrongly to the Beliy, round about a link Hole given 
the Leech for putting out and in his Yard w^hen he ples^ 
fes, and not tor Breathing, as the Ancients faid. The 
other Parts of the Yard which comes out Nine or Ten 
Parts of an. Inch, is the Bignefs of a (owing Thred, and 
th^ End of it for the Length of Two Parts of an Inch, 
is bigger than the ref!:. All the Yard is hollow, and 
has in its Cavity a White Mufcle as big as a Hair, fan- 
ned only to the Root and Head, all the reft being at 
Liber tya 'lis with this Mufcle that the Animal draws 

the 
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the Yard into its Sheath, which any one may try by 
cutting it at the Root, to draw out this Mufcle with 
his Nails. 

On every fide of the Root of the Yard, is a h'ttle 
White Webb, Flat, Oval, about Two or Three Lines 
long, refembling Small Guts twilled about , with a 
Cartilaginous Body , as big as a double Thred , and 
Two Lines long, faftens to the Root of the Yard, in 
which it's probable it carries the Prolifick Matter. A 
little above the Root of the Yard between thefe Two 
Webs there is a Httle griftly Globule, Two Lines Long, 
White, Hard, Hollow, Round, Oval, Sharp, inwardly 
covered with a Membrane Wrinkled and full of a Milky 
Liquor.There is at the Head of this Globulefa fmall Web, 
like to an Epidimis, whofe little Canal of the fame 
Piece with it, creeps over the Globul and is faftned at 
the point of it , and above the Epididimis are Two 
Glands exadly Round, each as big as a Grain of Millet. 
1 am much inclined to think this little Globul to be a 
Tefticle^ confidedng its wonderful Furniture. 

All along every fide of the Inteftine is a White Canal, 
or Ovarium^ of ihe Bignefs of a fmall twifted Thred, 
and folded in a Thoufand Manners, to w'hich are iaft- 
ned with a Tail, as it were the Grain of a Raifm to 
their Grape, many little Globules exadly Round, as 
big as a little Pea, full of a Milky Juice, and fome little 
White Eggs, griftly perfeSly round, as big as a Grain 
of Millet, hard, which are hardly broken, making a 
Noife, and full of a White Matter. 

There is in the iTUeftine towards the Eod,a great Valve 
falhioned like a Heart, vv'ith Two littk Bags, where be- 
gin looo fmall Channels made of fiae yellow Fat, which 
fill the Cavity of the Inteftine for half an Inch. It's 
probable that thefe Pallages of Fat receive the Prulifick
